FEDERAL ROAD AID 

SEEMS ENDANGERED 

Madisonville, Ky., Nov. 30. — Every 
federal aid road project in Kentucky- 
is affected by the decision of Circuit 
Judge Carl Henderson at a special 
term here Monday when he perma- 
nently enjoined the Hopkins fiscal 
court from issuing $500,000 of road 
bonds. 

The fiscal court 'was also enjoined 
from "loaning or tendering any .^uni 
of money belonging to Ho pkins coun- 
ty to the state of Kentucky." 

The case will be carried to the 
court o fappea'.s immediately. This 
was the third step in litigation to de- 
termine whether Hopkins county can 
loan money to the state to be used 
in meeting fedreal aid money in con- 
structing the route through the coun- 
ty of the Dixie Bee Line, a federal 
project. The action is of statewide 
interest in that the outcome will af- 
fect every county whose border.- 
touch any federal road project.
